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The Cattle situation. 
Kansas City Indicstor.} 

There has been a great deal writ- 
ten within the past two years to 
account for the depression in the 
cattle business. Nearly every one 
in the business, anda great many 
who were not, who could put pen 
to paper, has had something to 
say. There has been a boom—a 
big boom—and then a reaction set 
in with direful results. There 
were some who were hurt badly— 
irretrievably ruined—and others 


who had not ventured in so deep 
were engaged in endeavoring to 
devise ways and means whereby 
the price of cattle could be bettered 
and their fortunes improved. But 
with all of the discussion and the 
numberless articles written on the 
subject there has not been carried 
into effect a single project which 
has been of any benefit to the cat- 
tle interests, as far as enhancing 
values are concerned. Many of 
these articles were devoted to 
theories, some of them impractic- 
able, but all directed at monopolies 
as they are said to exist. 

These discussions have been kept 
up, but in all of them the most im- 
portant facts have been lost sight 
of, and if not entirely, merely al- 
luded to,and that is the law of 
supply and demand. The cattle 
trade is not like the oil nor the 
whisky, where it is possible for the 
comparatively few owners to unite 


into one corporation, to be man- 


aged as atrust. The different in- 
terests are too conflicting and the 
number of owners too great, in il- 
lustration of which it has to be 
stated that the increased supply 
complained of has not come as 
much from the large herds as from 
the small ones. hen it is impos- 
sible to control the supply or the 
marketing of any article, it follows 
that it is impossible to control 
prices. Every one will endeavor 
to make purchases as cheap as he 
can, but the buyers cannot force a 
seller to take a certain price unless 
he is willing. As well may it be 
said that the millers of the country 
can control the prices of wheat as 
to declare that any combination 
can control the prices of cattle 
longer than a few days, if at all. 

The present situation of the cat- 
tle interest is by no means bright, 
but there is.a silver lining to the 
cloud and the indications are of a 
more encouraging state of affairs. 
The steady markets, in the face of 
large receipts, and the increased 
number of cows and calves which 
have been shipped from the ranges 
and farms all betoken a better fu- 
ture. The best policy at present 
or at all times is for every man to 
keep his business in such shape 
that an advance in prices will be a 
benefit and the contrary condition 
not disastrous.

Stack Covers. 
From the Lyon County Times.] 

One of the most useful, but sel- 
dom seen, articles, upon farms is a 
stack cover. Many farmers have 
net sufficient barn room for the 
proper storage of all the early 
gathered crop, a portion of which 
has to be stacked outside. Often 
the stack cannot be completed. the 
first day, and has to be left unpro- 
tected from the weather; or rain 
falls during the operation of form- 


ing the stack, and the conténts re- 
ceive more or less damage. The 
value of the lost crop would, in 
most cases, be more than the cost 
of canvas covers. Frequently a 
load of hay or grain is put upon a 
wagon, but cannot be taken to a 
place of shelter before a shower of 
rain descends upon it. In such 
cases a stack cover would prove 
valuable. Again avaluable binder 
or other implement is at work; bad 
weather sets in before the machine 
can be removed to cover, the stack 
cover comes in very handy and the 
implement being kept free from 
alternate wetting and drying will 
last so much the longer. The 
many instances wherein they would 
proye Valuable are too numerous 
fer us to here enumerate. Old 
ship’s sails make splendid stack 
covers, and where these gannot be 
had, duck is a very goati substi- 
tute. This can be pur at the 
leading dry goods stores at a very 
cheap rate. When in use, one of 
the main things is to see that there 
are no hollows where the water 
can lodge. <A thin material, such 
as a common factory oe will 
turn off a great deal of rain if kept 
well stretched, exactly on the same 
principle as an umbrella. Damp 
may penetrate, but if there are no 
hollows the water. will pour off. 
After use the covers should be well 
dried in the sun, folded and put 
away in a conyenient place for fu- 
ture and ready use. They will then 
last for years.

Chili clover. In all the places of 
the United States in which the ex- 
periment of raising alfalfa has beer 
tried, nowhere else does it thrive so 
well asin the dry sunny climate 
of these mountainous regions. The 
average amount yielded here is from 
four to eight tons per acre, say five 
tons. At $5 per ton the yield 
in dollars would be $25..

John Kernaghan Hanged in 
‘San Francisco To-day. 


A LARGE SEAL ae.

English Ladies Who Sympathize 
with Editor O’Brien. 


[Press DI-PATCHES TO THE GAZETTE.) 
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Kernaghan Expiates His Crime. 

San Francisco, Sept. 23.—John 
Kernaghan, the condemned murderer, 
passed a very restless nightand awoke 
before 7 o’clock this morning. He 


proceeded to dress in a deliberate 
manner, and it was apparent he was 
far from nervous. A light breakfast 
was brought into his cell and be ate 
slowly. ire atterwards knelt down 
and engaged in prayer for fifteen min- 
utes. e then changed his attire for 
one of more sombre hue, sat down 
apd opened a testament, which -he 
read for some time, until he was in- 
terrupted poy the chief jailer, who re- 
moved him to another cell iu close 
proximity to the gallows. 

About 9 o’clock this mourning & man 
named Harris appeared at the jail and 
requested to see Kernaghan, saying 
that he belonged to the same lodge 
that Kernghan did. After some par- 
leying he was admitted and after con- 
versing with the prisoner the latter 
wrote a letter to his wife, begging her 
to come and see him before he died. 
Harris disappeared with the letter and 
at 11:30 the wife of Kernaghan ap- 
peared at the jail and was admitted to 
her husband’s cell. Kernagban was 
visably affected upon seeing his wife, 
and begged her to forgive him. His 
wife left the jail twenty minutes be- 
fore the time set for the execution. 

John Kernaghen was hanged in the 
county jail in this city at 12:04 P. M. 
to-day, for the murder of his sister-in- 
law, Martha Ann Hood, on October 
19, 1885. He entered her room and 
killed her withahammer. The only 
cause ever given for the crime by the 
murderer was that the murde wo- 
man estranged him from his wife. 
He was a worthless fellow and de- 
pended upon his wife for support. 


Bouquets for O’Brien. 

Cork, Sept. 23.—Wm. O’Brien, edi- 
tor of the United Jreland, who is 
charged by the Government with sedi- 
tion, under the Crimes Act, was taken 
to-day from the Cork jail to Mitchels- 
town, where the aileged seditious 


language was used, to stand trial be- 
fore the Court there. As he left the 
city under guard of a detachment of 
hussars and police he was loudly 
cheered. Upon their arrival at Mitch- 
elstown O’Brien was received with 
tremendous cheering by a large crowd 
which had gathered to welcome him. 
The crowd manifested great excite- 
ment, but O’Brien was cool. There 
were no indications of disorder. 
O’Brien was immediately conveyed by 
his guards to the Court-room. Many 
English ladies were present to wituess 
the trial, and Mr. O’Brien was the re-. 
cepient of bouquets from a number of 
them, 


Cholera in New York. 

NEw YORE, Sept. 23.—The steam- 
ship Alesia, which arrived last night, 
was from Marseilles and Navles with 
600 passengers. She has Asiatic

THE TEACHERS INSTITUTE. — 


To be Meld in Keno During Thanks 
giviug Week. 

Ed. Reno Gazette: A joint State 
and Washoe county Teachers’ In- 
stitute will be held at Reno, dur- 
ing Thanksgiving week, beginning 
on Monday Nov. 2Ist, at 2P. M., 
and will continue until Friday 
noon, Nov. 26th. An unusually 
interesting program has been pre- 
pare j and every effort will be made 
to make it an occasion of great in- 
terest and profit to all who attend. 
In every Statein the Union, the 
Teachers’ Institute is recognized as 
an essential feature of the Ameri- 
can system of education; and in 


view of the fact that the public 
schools of the State are usually 
closed from Wednesday of that 
week until the following Monday, 
I would recommend that the 
trustees of the several school dis- 
tricts of the State give a week’s 
vacation, with full pay, to all teach- 
ers who will attend the lustitute 
during the full period of its session. 
Able instructers from this State 
and elsewhere will be in attend- 
ance to lead jn the exercises, and 
educational topics of first import- 
ance to teachers and the public, 
will be freely and fully discussed. 

The object of an Institute is to 
afford teachers an opportunity for 
a mutual exchange of ideas per- 
tainent to their profession, to se- 
cure agreater uniformity in meth- 
ods of instruction throughout the 
State and thus advance the offici- 
ency of Nevada’s public school 
system. There can be no doubt 
that great good will result to the 
educational interests of this State 
through the hearty and liberal co- 
operation of school officers.

Reno has steadily improved 
in consequence of this use of water, 
and although the mines have fallen off 
in production, causing a less popula- 
tion in the large mining towns of the 
State, Keno has steadily improved, 
until it now claims 4,000 inhabitants. 
Irrigation) has accomplished this for 
Reno, and irrigation can build up 
other portions of the State. 
OUR AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS. 

Agriculture is carried on very easily 
wherever irrigation can be obtained, 
The land is easily cleared of brush, 
and the roots are not long or deep. 
The soil generally is loose and warm. 
More attention is being paid year after 
year to farming, although, as yet, the 
is hay. Orchards 
are being set out, and farms beautified 
by shrubs, berries and trees. More 
heed is being given to fine stock. 
Grain continues to be raised and in 
certain localities the production is in- 
creasing. Oats, barley and wheat 
yield large crops and are of a superior 
quality. Our wheat has taken the 
first prize at New Orleans for firmness, 
size and weight, and is used by Cali- 
fornia shippers to grade up the poorer 
wheat of that State. 

Mr. Hawley took the second prize at 
New Orleans while James Sullivan, 
near Reno, took the first prize for the 
best wheat. For several years the 
best potatoes in the market of 
San Francisco have been - shipped 
from Nevada. The potatoes raised 
here are of a superior quality and size, 
some of them weighing as high as four 
pounds. They are firm but mealy, 
and in perfect condition. Nevada was 
also awarded the first and second 
premiums at New Orleans for the best 
potatoes. Apples and pears do ex- 
ceedingly well and are of a superior 
quality and flavor. On apples Nevada 
was granted the silver medal at New 
Orleans, and was debarred the gold 
medal only on account of Kentucky 
having more varieties. All fruits do 
well here. | 

Timothy grass is very thrifty and on 
account of the dry atmosphere cures 
well as hay, and isin great demand. 
Shipments of several hundred tons 
have been made to New York at a 
total cost of $200 per ton. This fancy | 
price is of course for fancy stock, the 
a being fed principally to race stock. 
All the nutritious quality of the grass is 
cured in the hay, and it gives strength 
and endurance to horses without over 
feeding. 

Alfalfa is the principal product of | 
the farm. This plant, which is the 
life-saving element of this country, 
was first introduced into England 
from Switzerland, over 100 years ago. 
It was then called lucerne. It does 
not thrive as well in cold, damp cli- 
mates as in the dryer and sunnier cli- 
mates. It found its way to Chili, 
South America, where it wasa great 
success. From there it was taken to 
California, where it was christened 
alfalfa or Chili clover. The plant does 
not properly belong to the clover fam- 
ily, the bloom being a small, delicate 
blue flower, and bears no resemblance 
to clover. The roots run deep and 
strong, extending twenty feet or more 
below the surface. The yield is large, 
as it grows rapidly and is cut three and 
four times during a season, the average 
annual yield being between four and 
five tons to the acre. This is our 
staple product and is in great demand 
for feeding stock which are to be ready 
for market in Winter. Alfalfa is a 
very hardy plant and seldom gets Win- 
ter-killed in this climate. It is believed 
by many if alfalfa were sown broad- 
cast in early Spring that the Spring 
rains and melting snows would nourish 
it into life and growth, and that the 
fast-growing roots would soon reach 
permanent moisture below the surface 
80 as to sustain life in the plant with- 
out the aid of irrigation. If the exper- 
iment should be tried and be a success, 
even in a moderate degree, enough of 
this grass might be grown on the hill- 
sides and in the valleys to furnish ex- 
cellent pasturage for quadruple the 
amount of stock that the country 
would now sustain. Under these con- 
ditions no place inthe United States 
would be more desirable for raising 
stock. 

With the aid of water the valleys of 
this State are capable of maintaining a 


large population, but before agriculture 


can be increased, attention must be 
given to the controlling and storing of 
the surplus water that annually goes 
to waste. We should havea Bureau 
of Agriculture to gather proper statis- 
tics in regard to agriculture, to furnish ° 
maps of localities and to point out 
places for colonies to settle, etc,

range of herds as to make ita rather 
een outlook for the stockman who 

been accustomed to be monarch of 
all he surveyed. As long as-there re- 
mains within the present ing ter- 
ritory of the United States land that is 
more profitable for farming than for 
grazing, this land will be settled upon 
and devoted to that poe and the 
free ranger must seek other fields for 
his stock. This pushing out into the 
unsettled regions for homes will con- 
tinue until only the mountains, whose 
elevation and coldness preclude agri- 
culture, and the Great Basin, which 
debars it by its lack of moisture, are 
left for this great industry of grazing. 
Grazing does not build upa country 
into communities, but has its use and 
serves its purpose in a country that 
nature seems to have set apart for that 


a aye 
e pa i of this State makes 
it well adapted to grazing. While the 
mountains are covered with snow the 
stock feed in the valleys, along the 
river bottoms, and at the sinks of 
creeks, or on the white and black sage 
that abounds in these valleys. 

When the Spring comes and the 
melting snow in the foothills nour- 
ishes into life the mountain grasses, 
the stock yoluntarily move toward it, 
and gradually following up the melting 
line of snow find themselves by June 
well upon the mountains. There they 
remain until October, with its squalls, 
starts them back again tothe valleys 
in most excellent condition for Winter. 

The fresh grass of Spring had pre- 
pared the system for taking on fat, and 
the well-cured bunch grass, with its 
sugar and starch, had added fat and 
hardened the flesh, making it juicy and 
tender. The high mountain ranges 
that rib the State act as bulwarks 
against the heavy winds that would 
otherwise sweep the valleys. The 
great plains of the West offer no such 
protection to stock as our mountains 
and valleys. The merciless winds that 
howl across the open prairies and drive 
cattle miles away from their ranges are 
here broken by these walls of rock. 
The most nutritious of grasses is the 
bunch grass which grows in the val- 
leys and foothills; but is most abun- 
dant in the mountains. High in the 
mountains where the snow falls deep 
this grass grows rankest. This is the 
fattening grass. The dry atmosphere 
of this arid region cures it so quickly 
that it retains all its nutritious qual- 
ities. 

The natural meadows of the State, 
along streams and at their sinks, fur- 
nish a growth of coarsé grass mixed 
with timothy and red top. This mix- 
ture of grass makes excellent hay and 
affords good pasturage for Winter. 
The average production of hay of these 
bottom lands is about one and one- 
half tons to an acre. 

After the white and black sage has 
been frost bitten it becomes tender 
and juicy and stock eat it with avidity. 
Stock in Winter seek the sagebrush 
flats in preference to the bottom lands, 
asthe former afford better feed, be- 
sides being much warmer. 

The numerous springs and streams 
of the mountains afford good watering 
places. As these streams can never be 
used for irrigation in the mountains 
they will always afford watering places 
for stock. In the southern portion 
the State, where water is scarce, artes- 
ian wells might be bored which would 
supply sufficient water for stock, and 
thus bring into use a large extent of 
country not at present available. 

More attention has been paid of late 
to the breeding and raising of fine 
blooded stock. The long horn range 
Texas steer is giving way to the Short- 
horns and Hereford, to the Poled 
Angus and Galloway. The stockman 
has learned that it takes no more hay 
to feed a good, blooded animal than a 

yxrer one. The feeding of stock in 

Vinter is becoming more general and 
thousands of tons of hay are consumed 
annually. Some stockmén feed only 
the beef cattle and young stock. 
maintained by them that feeding in 
Winter is more profitable than range 
grazing. The animal that is fed on 
alfalfa will at three years of age be bet- 
ter fit for market and will command a 
better price than the free ranger whe 
has spent most of his time ‘‘rustling.’’ 
But so long as there is free range it 
will be used. 


BRIGHT MINING PROSPECTS. 


The mining prospects of the State are 
brighter. The rise in the price of sil- 
ver has started up abessionnd pros- 
pects. Gold is being discovered in 
various portions of the State, and the 
mines are affording a good yield. 
Valuable gold mines have been dis- 
covered in Esmeralda and Humboldt 
counties. The old reliable Comstock 
has been producing well the last two 
years, and all the mills in connection 
with these mines have been constantly 
at work to their full capacity. The 
yield of the Comstock is in fact increas- 
ing. Great ore bodies are being un- 
covered, in which gold predominates. 
Since the abandonment of the deep 
workings (from the 1,600 to the 3,200 
foot level) attention has been devoted 
to the extension of the upper levels, 
and in working further east, a rich 
body of ore was found. The stocks 
are consequently ‘‘well up,’’ and ad- 
vancing, which is a sure thing that 
the masses will be poorer, and the 
‘* insiders ’’ richer in.a few weeks. 

The mining outlook is full of en- 
couragement. The establishment of 
reduction works at Rene will add sear? 
much to mining prosperity. They will 
give an impetus to prospecting and de- 
veloping of small mines, which in turn 
will call for narrow-ga railroads, 
that have done so much for Colorado 
and her mines. At these works a 
miner can dispose of his ore at a good 
price, -without waiting for it to be 
worked, and have his money to further 
prospect his mine with.
